Please forgive me for the delay in arranging for the Bureau of 
the Mint to provide a formal receipt for the items you have loaned 
to the Philadelphia Mint. For the delay is a result of a mistake 
I made a couple days after the dedication ceremonies. 


You will recall that on Tuesday morning before the dedication, 
when you were installing your portion of the exhibits, you gave 
me a copy of the inventory list. On Saturday after the dedication, 
as 1 was attempting to close up my activities in Philadelphia and 
bring some sort of order out of the chaos which had developed in 
the preceding two weeks, I made a Xerox copy of your list, left it 
there and brought the original copy with me to Detroit. 


Early in September I encountered the copy of the list which 
I had brought back, but since then have not been able to lay my 
hands on it. I called the Philadelphia Mint and asked them to 
send me another copy, but believe it or not, they can't find a 
copy either. 


Because I know I have my copy of your list somewhere in 
Detroit...either at home or at the office...I have been putting 
off writing to you on a day by day basis expecting to lay my 
hands on the list at any time.

one of their own" is appreciated. I believe it would be wrong to 
let this information reach the Smithsonian, because it could delay 
the preparation of the Smithsonian collection. On the other hand, 
if there is a delay, I hope it will be alright with you if I inform 
the Bureau of the Mint people that you are willing to let your 
collection remain in the U. S. Mint, Philadelphia for a little 
longer. 


I will keep you up to date on the negotiations with the Smithsonian. 
Nothing more has been heard since I last wrote to you. 


I have been somewhat amazed at the flurry of literary and research 
activity which has recently cropped up on the 1804 dollar. I must 

admit that I have not been reading each of these articles in detail, 
but I assume that the matter will subside in two or three months, and 
at that time I'll spend a few days reading and analyzing each of the 
articles which have been printed. I would find it hard to believe 

that the work you shared with Ken Bressett in 1962 is substantially off 
the track in any area.

Thank you for writing to me in regard to the 
tarnishing which has taken place on many of the coins 
you placed on loan to the United States Mint for display 
purposes in August, 1969. 


Your suggestion that the Mint ought to test the 
atmosphere in the lobby to determine what chemicals are there 
is well taken, and I talked to our Assaying Division people 
about that. T learned, however, that they do not have the 
necessary equipment to make such a test. We may be able to 
arrange for an outside firm to make such tests for us at 
a dater date, in any case, if the chemicals are inthe sir, 
it would appear that nothing can be done about it. While 
special filtration systems might slightly reduce the chemical 
content in the air, I-doubt that it could be reduced sufficientiy 
to Significantly retard the tarnishing. 


You suggested that we remove from the display the 
1793 uncirculated red cent, stating that the redness on that 
cent is essential to be preserved. L checked both our, display 
and the inventory, and find no reference to the loan of such 
e piece. Perbeps you are réferring to the 1793 half: cent. I 
looked at that piece through the display case glass, and at 
that distance it did not appear to have any significant amount 
of red-on it. As you know, Eric, I made color photographs 
of that display when it was first installed, so if there is 
any question in this regard perhaps the color slideg will 
confirm the approximate color of the coin when it was delivered.
